‘ LONDON, Mareh 7,—-The British battleships Queen Elizabeth and Prince 
George and the battle cruiser Inflexible, with their eight 15-inch guns and an 
éven dozen 12-inch gins, on Mriday opened an attack upqn the prineipal 
forts upon the Burapean side of the narrows of the Dardanelles, ‘Two of the 
forts were damaged and the magazine of a third was blown up. These forts 
Which guard the narrowest part of the straits from the European side, are 
believed to be the strongest along the entire waterway, although those on the 
opposite side of the narrows Almost equal them, 

One of these forts, marked on the admiralty maps as L, is armed with 
two 14-in¢éh guns that could hardly reach the Queen Elizabeth, which fired 29 
rounds from her 16-ineh wenpons by indirect fire and had the advantage of 
aeroplanes to direct her gunners, Two other forts are armed with three 11- 
inch guns and some smaller cannon, 

Meantime lighter cruisers continue attacks on the fortifications along the 
const of Asia Minor from Besika, which is near the entrance to the Dardan- 
elles, to Smyrna, doubtless with « view of preventing reinforcements being 
sent to the straits, where there are already a large number of Turkish troops 
with whom the inarines who were landed to complete the destruction of the 
forts at the entrance to the straits have been in contact.

In North Poland the Russians declare they are still foreing back the 
Germans, but Berlin asserts that the operations there are proce eding “accord- 
ing to our plans.” In the Rawka region Berlin eays that 400 prisoners and 
16 machine guns were taken from the Russians. In the Carpathtan reaion 
brisk fighting continffe, with victories chronicled by both the Russian and 
Austrian war offices, ' 

So far as the west is concerned the most important news is

Assist him in any way you 
can, Some of the younger lads may not at first have a thorough grasp of all the conditions involved in the new 
weekly payment system. Will the subscriber kindly bear this in mind, and by making propmt settlement 
encourage the carrier? A great many subscribers have signified their desire to pay 10c a week to the boy. This 
plan has many advantages over the old system in collection, involving’ as it did, very often, disputed acounts, 
neglected payments, then the settlement of larger accounts at a later date, very often at a time that was not 
the most convenient. All this will be done away with by the prompt payment of 10c each week to the Carrier 

Boy. The publishers will be responsible for alk moneys paid in this way. The entire delivery system will be 


put on a cash basis during March. 


A ‘Substantial Increase in Wages 


The new system means a considerable increase in the boys’ wages, a deserving recognition of service not pos- 
sible under the old method. These boys will be the men. of the future, The business training and discipline 
involved in their new duties will be inyaluable to the boys as they grow older; therefore, the publishers bespeak 
for them a kindly reception under the new order of service, The wee kly payment plan guarantees a better, 
and in most instances an earlier delivery of the paper. This in itsclf is a more direct and a greater responsi- 
bility upon the carrier. Therefore, help the boys all you can. ‘Lhey will earn.more than they did before and 
they promise a better and more satisfactory delivery. lf you, the fafiers or mothers of Edmonton, who have 
a boy earning his own livelihood for the first time, have a chance to say a word of encouragemnt to the lads, 
don’t hesitate to do your part. It may be your own sen was glad to reecive a helping hand when starting; 
indeed, there are few men today, young or old, who do fnot look back with a feeling of i gratitude to the man or 


woman who aided them in their first start in life. a
